In a rec e nt series of g rap h ic bulletins, th e N a­ 
tiona l S afety C ouncil p oints to a trem endous in­ 
crease in drunken driving during th e p a st y ear — 
and to a sub sta ntia l gain in th e num b er of de a th s 
and injurie s due to m ix ing alcoh ol and gasoline. 
T h e first tw elve m onth s of rep eal m ay h ave been 


beneficial in som e resp ects — b ut it left a devas­ 
ta ting tra il of de a th b eh ind it. Severe as th e 
drunken driving p roblem w as during p roh ib i­ 
tion, it h a s becom e doubly severe now. 


T h e best ob tainab le sta tistic s indic a te th a t five 
to* ten p er c ent of b oth drivers and p edestrians 
involved in traffic accidents are under th e influ­ 
ence of liq uor. Th ese statistics, h ow ever, in th e 
belief of th e Council, unde rsta te m atters* ina s­ 
m uch as a m ultitude of accidents occur in w h ich 
drinking is a factor b ut it not rep orted for one 
reason or a noth er. A sh ort tim e ago a th oroug h 
survey w as m ade of 119 accidents involving 116 
injurie s and fata litie s — and it sh ow ed th a t in 
60 p er cent of th e accidents th e alcoh ol factor 
w as involved. A ccording to th e a uth ority m ak­ 
ing th is survey , as little as one ounce of w h iskey 
w ill cause a m easurable loss of driving efficiency 
in th e average p erson. 


R ep orts from traffic de p a rtm e nts th roug h out 
th e na tion th orough ly back up th e fac t th a t 
drunken driving is sh ow ing an astounding gain. 
D runken driving a rre sts am ount to from 20 to 
IOO p er c e nt m ore th a n th ey did a y ear ago, and 
p olice auth orities likewise sta te th a t a rising p e r­ 
centag e of accidents can be ascribed to th e “lit­ 
tle black b ottle.” 


H ere is a p roblem th a t Involves th e h e a lth , life 
and p rop erty of every citizen. I t is a p roblem 
th a t m ust be foug h t by us all, dry s a nd w ets 
alike. U nder th e best of conditions, h igh w ay s 
and streets are p otentially dang erous — and th ey 
becom e slaug h terh ouses w h en w h iskey takes th e 
steering wh eel. 


In th is connection, Judge Joh n A. T itsw orth 
of th e R ush C ircuit court recently lectured a n 
offender and told h im th a t a drunken driver is 
a p otential killer. Im p osing h eavy fines and se n­ 
tences is to be com m ended, as it is a step tow ard 
curb ing th e dang er in w h ich an innoce nt p e r­ 
son usually becom es th e victim . 


A rresting officers sh ould insist th a t ch arg es of 
drunken driving be filed in courts th a t h ave jur ­ 
isdiction to im p ose sentences. Too freq uently in 
R ush county are cases of tip is kind filed in a 
justice of p eace court w h ere jurisdic tion is lim ­ 
ited, and w h ere offenders are p e rm itted to go 
up on p ay m ent of a sm all fine. 


THE FIRST FIFTY YEARS 
A good many of us fall into the error of assum­ 
ing that because the av erage ex pectancy of life 
for the people as a whole has greatly increased 
during the last forty or fifty y ears, the man who 
has escaped the menaces and perils of the first 
half century of life is less under obligation than 
formerly to look out for his phy sical welfare.
